TRADE DIRCURRION

ada. Th* liberals had plunged the 
negotiations Into the arena of active 
politics, he aaid. 

He told some details o t th# Jap¬ 
anese trade difficulties and declared 
that to accede to tariff concessions 
demanded by that oountry would 
have been to place Canadian people 
working for wage* compared to which 
those tn relief camps were well off.

No agreement wav reached,--Japan 
clapped‘on her prohibitive duty, and Canada replied 
with a surtax of 33 1-3 per cent—pyramiding other 
import restrictiona. 

Canada's trade with Japan until thit new tariff 
war began in earnest was worth approximately $22.- 
000.000 and the balance in this country's favor 
-Wifflgr 1 $13,000,000. Since British Columbia's 
lose will be between $0,000,000 and $9,000,000 
annually, it was natural that a protest went to Ottawa 
from this province against the Bennett government's 
crass economic folly in throwing away an export trade 
which was worth W Canada $17,000,000. ft was 
pointed out at the time that Japan was ready lo send 
experts to Ottawa to go fully into the matter at any 
time convenient to the government. This proposal 
included the proviso that the present trading arrange¬ 
ment should not be disturbed meanwhile. 

The point it was suggested such experts would 
emphasize was that’ thia country might well consider 
the fact that H the United Stales could enter into an 
arrangement with the Island Kingdom, there ought 
lo be no difficulty between Canada and Japan, since, 
one Japanese statesman observed when this proposal 
was submitted, "presumably, there exists little, if any, 
difference m the standard of living of the worker 
between Canada and her neighbor on the south." 

This Japanese authority further emphasized the 
fact that the neighboring republic has not imposed any 
exchange compensation duty on Japanese goods, "and 
the trade relations of the two countries have been 
developing smoothly through a measure of control 
exercised by Japan on a few items of her exports." 

Japan has made it dear that she would much prefer 
to continue amicable trading relations with Canada: 
hut it it only reasonable that she should desire a more 
even exchange. Incidentally. Mr. Ginjoro Fujihara. 
a member of the Japanese House of Peers and presi¬ 
dent of the Oji Paper Manufacturing Company of 
Tolrio. in an interview when he passed through this 
port early last month, dropped the hint that Japan 
would not suffer much if hit country’s export trade 
to Canada were lost entirely, since Japan is selling 
such a large amount to other nations. Canada is 
the heavy loser, mainly because of Mr. Bennett's 
obsession that imports are the products of the devil 
and ought to be abolished.

Bidding systems were not the chief 
subject of discussion at the recent 
American Bridge [League national 
championship tournament.

After all. there 
are only three points to a bidding 
system—a bid (or a past) must show 
either a willingnea* to continue, a 
willingness to listen, or a direct 
sign-off. 

The main discussion, however, was 
about opening leads. In auction 
bridge there were certain act rules for 
opening leads and these set rules 
worked ail right then, because most 
players adhered to them. But to-day 
the younger players of contract have 
learned that to defeat game and slam 
contract*, they have to make the right 
opening. Therefore, great study la 
being given to opening leads. The! 
study of opening leads has been my 
hobby for quite e time.
